SENATOR \V. A. PEFFER. 


The Farmers Alliance Successor to In- 


gallB In tbe IT. 8.Senate. 


The election of W. A. I'effer to the U ci- 


ted States Senate baa not yet convinced 
politicians that there ia a third party in 
this country. It was, long ago as it took 
place, so unexpected that patty newspaper 
writers have scarcely yet recovered from 
the shock. Senator Feffer is a western 
former, and has lived nearly all his life in 
Kansas. He has also studied law and has 
been an editor. 
Whatever his abilities 


may be, there is no doubt that he has the 
courage of his convictions, and he will 
make himself heard in the Senate.

United States Bonds. 


Special to tbe Journal. 


WASHINGTON, September 1.—Tho amount 


of 4% per cent, bonds continued at 2 per 
cent, to-day was twenty-three and a half 
millions. There are aUo about a half a 
million more in process of continnacoo. 
The interest on outstanding 4% per cent, 
bonds ceases to-morrow, after which the 
Treasury Department will redeem all that 
are presented for that purpose. A circular 
will be issued to-morrow extending for. an 
indefinite period the privilege ot continu- 
ing these bonds at 2 per cent. It is ex- 
pected that the rest of the outstanding 
continued bonds, estimated to aggregate 
$20,000,000, will be presented for redemp- 
tion during the next two mouths. The net 
amount of gold in the Treasury to meet 
this liability is $132,500,000. Should the 
entire $20,000,000 be paid in gold, it would 
not entrench on (he $100,000,000 of gold 
reserved for the redemption of legal tender 
notes.

for the new building. That it is neces- 
sary to have a good business location 
f?oes without snying. It would be called 
the Business House for Women. Inge- 
nuity is one of the strong points of wo- 
men, 
and more and more is this faculty 


bsing developed. 


The Woman's exchange more than all 


other organizations is made cognizant 
of this through the many patented arti- 
cles brought to it. There is but little 
space to exhibit these, and less money 
to help the inventors to place their arti- 
cles on the market. The nucleus of a 
fund has recently been started for this 
purpose. 


Surprise has teen expressed that there
